It was believed that resumption of 


| business by the Cotton Exchange would 


exercise an immediate and favorable 
influence. on the foreign exchange 
situation, inasmuch as it is bound to 
make for extensive exports of cotton 


to Liverpool, thereby speedily reduc- 
ing American debits in London. It is 
within the range of probabilities that 
the $100,000,000 gold pool devised by 
the country’s leading financial inter- 
ests to ameliorate foreign exchange, 
will be dissolved soon after the ex- 
pected cotton export movement gets 
under way. 

Sterling exchange recovered 
its decline of yesterday ruling about 
a cent higher to the pound. Exchange 
on Paris and German centers was un- 
changed, with nominal dealings. 
Money on call and for the long ma- 
turities was apprec easier, re- 
gardiess of a probable cash loss by 
the clearinghouse banks for the week. 
More favorable business conditions 
were disclosed in the week's bank 
clearings, which showed gains with 
the corresponding periods of the last 
two years. 

General business continued to man- 
ifest a waiting attitude, but returns 
from textile interests were more cheer- 
ful. Some large plants in steel and al- 
lied industries were preparing, accord- 
ing to report, to resume active opera- 
tions during the coming week. No 
marked increase of demand has thus 
far followed the higher quotations for 
copper. 

The superabundance of idle money 
in London was reflected in the easier 
discounts, three months’ loans being 
quoted at 27-8 per cent. Trading in 
securities in London was again re- 
duced to negligible proportions, pend- 
ing the presentation of the new fiscal 
statement to the House of Commons 
by the Chancellor of the Exchequer. 

All three of the big cotton future 
markets will reopen for business next 
week, it is „ after a suspen- 
sion of months caused by the war in 
Europe.

DUKE OF CUMBERLAND 


MANIAC; VICTIM OF WAR.

OPENHAGEN, Nov. 14.-—Prince 

Ernest Augustus, Duke of Cumber- 

land, and father of the Duke of 
Brunswick, son-in-law of the Kaiser, 
who has been reported missing sev- 
eral weeks, has been discovered 
wandering about in a demented condi- 
tion. 

It is reported that the horrors of 
the war have affected the Prince's 
brain and that he is now confined in 
an asylum. 

Prince Ernest ugustus William 
Adolphus Frederick, third Duke of 
Cumberland and second cousin of 
King George, was born at Hanover in 
1845. He succeeded his father in 
1878. In the latter year he married 
Princess Thyra, fourth daughter of 
the late King Christian IX of Den- 
mark and sister of Queen Alexandra 
of England. He is a general supernu- 


merary in the British army and «a 
colonel in that of Austria. 

In 1912 his elder son, Prince 
George William, was killed in an auto- 
mobile accident. The title of Duke 
of Brunswick, hereditary in the 
Guelph family, was assumed by the 
Duke of Cumberland’s younger son, 
Prince Ernest Augustus, on the ooca-

daughter of the German Emperor. 
Grief over the loss of his elder son 

has undoubtedly been a contributory 

cause of the Dukes malady. ‘It is 

understood, too, that the Duke made 


to be reconciled with the house of 
Hohensollern unless the reigning head 
of that family consented to his re- 
sumption of the title and dignity of 
King of Hanover.

“What will be the ultimate out- 
come? 

“A wise Providence only knows 
that,” said ex-Ambassador Wilson. 
“But those fairly informed as to af- 
fairs in Mexico may make a reason- 
ably accurate guess. A constitutional 
government cannot be set up in Mex- 
ico, nor can democracy as we under- 
stand it be practiced there. Eighty 
per cent. of the population is Indian, 
unable to read or write. The concep- 
tion of liberty held by this vast ele- 
ment of the population is license, and 
these people will not long rest patiently 
under any government which deprives 
them of the right to loot, to murder 
and to torture men and violate 
women. 

“This vast horde of bandits from 
Northern Mexico cannot by any possi- 
bility establish a stable, free and dem- 
ocratic government in Mexico. One 
might as well expect the Statue of 
Liberty in New York Harbor to stand 
if built on quicksand as to expect a 
democratic constitutional republic to 
be reared upon a foundation of igno- 
rance, barbarism and lust. Let it be 
clearly understood that the govern- 
ment of Gen. Huerta, without investi- 
gating its title or approving its his- 
tory and origin, was welcomed as an 
augury of peace in Mexico, and that 
whatever opinion was held of him per- 
sonally, Huerta was recognized as the 
one man essential to order and peace- 
ful conditions. If his government had

STOCKHOLDERS 
TO FIGHT SUIT.

SEVERAL HUNDRED, CHARGED 
WITH LIBEL MEET WITH 
ATTORNEY. 


Having been named by Harold Gill- 
man, a young attorney of this city, as 
defendants in a $50,000 libel suit 
which he has instituted, and which 
has been set for trial before Superior 
Judge Works the 25th inst., about 
thirty stockholders of the Chucka- 
walla and Palo Verde Irrigation As- 
sociation will hold a meeting tonight 
at 7:30 p.m. in the office of L. V. 
Shephard, 631 Higgins building, sec- 
retary of the association, to prepare 
to meet the action. A general meeting 
of the several hundred stockholders 
has been set for the latter part of this 
month to discuss the suit and other 
matters pertaining to the business of 
the association. 

Attorney H. M. Barstow, who repre- 
sents the defendants, said last night 
that the suit was brought by Attor- 
ney Gillman as the result of a call 
that was issued several months ago 
for a. meeting. Mr. Gillman alleging 
that he had been libeled in the print- 
ed circular. At that time Mr. Gillman 
Was secretary of the association, and 
one of the objects of the called meet- 
ing was to consider his displacement, 
Bitterness was aro also, ac- 
cording to Mr. Barstow, when a suit 
was brought to compel Mr. Gillman 
to turn over to the association cer- 
tain funds which, as secretary, he 
had in his possession. In this action 
Mr. Gillman filed a demurrer before 
Superior Judge Hewitt and the court 
upheld him. 

The stockholders own hundreds of 
acres in the Colorado River district, 
but the libel suit and other legal pro- 
ceedings have no bearing on the title 
of it, the land being in no manner 
involved.

FIRST ORANGES 
THROUGH CANAL 


Shipload to Leave this City 
in January. 


Rates will be Much Lower 
than by Rail. 


Hundred Carloads a Trip 
Can be Taken. 


The first shipment of oranges to 
New York via the Panama Canal will 
leave here in January in the refriger- 
ated hold of an American-Hawallan 
freighter. This announcement was 
made yesterday by Agent Lapham of 
that concern. 

“It will be a test trip for the pur- 
pose of fixing rates for the traffic,” 
said Mr. Lapham. 

As it is certain that the rates fixed 
for the all-water transit, provided 
tests are successful, will be much be- 
low the rail rates, the experiment 
will be watched with marked interest 
by growers and shippers. 

During the normal shipping season, 
the freight and refrigeration outlay 
of the citrus shippers of the State is 
around $10,000,000. A cut of 20 per 
cent. In the rail rate by the steam- 
ship companies—and this is by no 
means improbable—would mean 


saving of $500,000 to the citrus ship- 


pers. In fact, many good judges be- 
lieve that the steamship compantes 
will find it profitable to handle 
oranges to New York for 70 cents 
a hundred pounds, as against the 
present railroad rate of $1.15. 

With six of its largest freighters 


equipped with refrigeration machin- 
ery, 


the American-Hawaliian Steam- 
ship Company is beforehand in prepa- 
ration for the traffic. As each one of 


these ships could handle 100 carloads 


of fruit a trip,, the possibilities of 
competition with the railroads is im- 
menge. 

Another possibility, amounting al- 
most to a certainty, is that low wa- 
ter rates from here will stiffen com- 
petition with Florida all along the 
Atlantic seaboard. Low water rates 
are also expected by the judges to 
negative the marketing advantages 


given the Sicilian lemon growers 
when the tariff was taken off this 
fruit. 

That the American-Hawallan 


Steamship Company intended to in- 
vade the citrus-carrying field has 
been known for some time. But the 
time of forwarding the first cargo was 
uncertain until yesterday. 

“We decided to wait until the frst 
of the year to make the test,” said 
Mr. Lapham, “for the reason that the 
firat oranges of the new crop to go 
out of here will be for the Christmas 
trade and the shippers will wish to 
expedite their handling. Needless to 
say, after we once get refrigeration 
service in operation, conditions will 
so shape themselves that oranges for 
the Christmas trade and all other 
can be handled.” 

That water rates are just getting 
down to bedrock, in spite of the dras- 
tio reductions, compared with rail- 
road rates, which followed the open- 
ing of the Panama Canal was made 
apparent yesterday by Mr. Lapham's 
announcement that rates on angle 
irons, channel bars and iron plates in 
lengths up to forty feet have been 
reduced to 25 cents a undred in 
carioad lots. This is a 6-cent reduc- 
tion on these articles as compared 
with the rate which went into effect 
with the opening of the big ditch. 
The rates via the Tehuantepec route 
were 60 and 65 cents.

WAY TO UPLIFT THEM. 


PEAKING under the auspices of 
S the Public School Committee of 

One Hundred, Supt. Francis ad- 
dressed a large gathering of adults in 
Masonic Hall at No. 1966 East First 
street last night. In a forceful and 
entertaining manner he outlined his 
ideas of upbuilding the school sys- 
tem of Los Angeles and in driving 
home conclusions which he said were 
based on just common sense, he was 
greeted by frequent outbursts of ap- 
plause. 

Following are some of the epigrams 
of his address: 

“The child is the greatest asset of 
the nation.” 

“The younger he is, the more im- 
portant he is because he has longer 
to live.” 

“The nation that spends the most 
money and time on its school children 
ie the nation that has the longest 
and strongest lease on life.” 

“Whatever a nation is doing with 
her children, so she may expect to 
become.” 

“Going through school doesn't nec- 
essarily mean being educated. Edu- 
cation ia the development of the in- 
dividual’s powers so he can use them.” 
“The problem of the school is to 
give every boy and girl his chance.” 
“One of our greatest difficuitics is 
that we have forgotten that we were 
children once.” 

“Give me the father that can be 
a good fellow with his boy and I will 


nt system of education is that a 
y is permitted to go all the way 


through school without earning a dol- 
lar, without learning the value of a 
dollar.“ 


“I am sorry for the boy who spends 


his time trying to be good—he should 
try to become good for something.” 


“You can save every boy and every 
girl if you offer them the right thing 
at the right time and in the right 
way.” 

Supt. Francis made a strong plea 
for better organization in the schools. 
He said he stands for organized play 
and organized work. He declared he 
believes that there is a time when 
children want to work, want to play 
and want to sleep. “If I had my way 
about it I would let every child sleep 
when he 80 desires,” said the speaker. 
He also stated that it is an outrage 
for one teacher to be compelled to 
guide the destinies of forty children. 

“Tt is the same proposition in school 
as it is at home,” said he “How 
would you like to take care of forty, 
or thirty, yee twenty children in your 
home? What success do you think 
you would have with so many?” 

The educator pointed out that Los 
Angeles now is spending $4,000.000 
annually in the operation of its school 
system, but when it is taken into con- 
sideration that the education of 90. 
000 school children is at stake, he 
said the amount is insignificant. 

When Supt. Francis closed his ad- 
dress he was heartily applauded and 
nearly everyone in the audience took 
advantage of the opportunity to shake 
hands with him. Many of them told 
him they are with him, heart and 
soul, in the trouble that has arisen 
among the members of the Board of 
Education as the result of his refusal 
to obey the command of the minority 
to get down and out. 

The superintendent was introduced 
by Fred E. Golding, secretary of the 
Public School Committee of One Hun- 
dred and president of the Polytechnic 
Alumni Association. Mr. Golding in- 
troduced him as “my friend and my 
teacher.” He continued, “He is a 
man of courage, heart and brain. a 
rare combination. He is not only sim- 
ply great, but great simply, a man 
who knows where he is going 
who ts on the way.”

Its Destruction a Calamity, 
Says Citrus Man. 


— 


Growth of Industry is Strong 
Reason for Protection. 


Horticulturists Di Vital 
Question. 


In a scathing arraignment of the 
present Democratic administration 
for what he termed its unjust dis- 
crimination in favor of foreign orange 
producers, to the throttling of the 
California industry, Charles C. Chap- 
man, citrus grower, warned the 10,000 
orange growers of Southern Califor- 
nia at the horticultural convention 
yesterday that orange growing in 
California has reached a serious 
crisis. 

“The tariff wall which so splen- 
didly protected the California orange 
industry during the years when it 
was expanding rapidly, has been razed 
so that in this respect we are at a 
great disadvantage,” declared Mr. 
Chapman at the immense gathering 
of fruit growers in the Normal School 
auditorium. 

“What is to be the result of the 
large production of oranges here in 
California and in Florida in the light 
of the unfair competition of foreign 
producers, which the late Congress 
has forced upon us? ‘Will it continue 
to return us fair remuneration for 
our investment? 

“The State is soon to experience a 
largely increased production of citrus 
fruit, due to the extensive acreage of 
non-bearing trees which in the next 
few years will come into bearing. 
Will the market be able to absorb 
what will amount to 60,000 or 80,000 
carloads of oranges, co ng a 
heavy importation of cheap foreign 
oranges under free trade policy? 

“With this enormous amount of 
fruit there would be a box of oranges 
for every three or four men, women 
and children in the United States 
Under a just protective law our pro- 
duction from an insignificant output 
twenty years ago reached 35,000 car- 
loads, which were shipped to the 
eastern markets. We now have 
reached a production of some 60,00’ 
carloads, which must be distributed 
with profit to growers, If the pro- 
duction is still further increased un- 
der present tarif! conditions, the fu- 
ture is likely to see a crimp put in 
our ambitious expectations.”

HOW COSSACKS TRAIN. 


They have a High Sense of Civiliza- 
tion, Live Chiefly by Agriculture and 
Spend Years in Military Service. 
Dispatch ] Our idea of 


„ Cossack is generally a rather soiled,

ground. With the Russian army 80 
uch to the fore In front page head- 
ines, further particulars concerning 
them, says the Baltimore Evening 
Sun, be of interest. ; 
Cossack is derived from a Turkish 
word meaning “adventurer.” and the 
Cossack population of Russia is some- 
thing over 2,500,000 of then and wom- 
en. Further more, this population 
owns 146,500,000 acres of land. The 
basic unit of their organization is 
the village, the inhabitants of which 
hold the land, not as individuals, but 
a8 a community. Every ten households 
elect one of their number to repre- 
ent them in the village assembly, and 
the assembly raises taxes, elects 
judges, manages the communal culti- 
vation and has charge of the schools. 
In these Communities there is a larg- 
er proportion of schools than through- 
out the rest of Russia and popular 
education stands higher ‘ 
Agriculture supplies their needs and 
leaves a surplus, while more money is 
made by cattle and horse breeding 
and the renting of their mineral lands 
t strangers. The Cossacks cntoy cer- 
tain special privileges granted them 
by the Russian government, la return 
for which they give military service. 
This service is made obligatory amoung 
them. They spend the years of from 
18 to 21 ip training, then twelve years 
in active service, and lastly, five years 
in the reserve, every Cossack supply- 
ing his own uniform and horse. In 
war time they furnish the Russian 
government with infantry to the rum- 
ber of 13,500; cavalry 111,250 horses 
and men, and artillery, 236 guns. 
170,695 horses and 181,367, men. 
Thoughtful consideration of these 
fects will furnish a reasonable ex- 
planation of both their prestige and 
their power. 


RECORD-BREAKING ARMIES. 


Numbers Involved in the Present 
War are Greater Than in Any of the 
Gonflicts of History. 

[Boston Transcript:] This war will 
be notable among all great wars for 
the numbers employed. The armies 
of the two sides we know include mi- 
lions of men. We are often told by 
ancient writers of armies similar to 
that of Xerxes, which Byron Ccescribed 
as composed of “men in nations,” but 
one need not be hypercritica] to doubt 
the accuracy of the ancient annals. 
The conqueror in these narratives is 
always David and the conquered is al- 
ways Goliath. No such doubts need 
trouble us or the future historian 
about the proportions of the hosts 
now engaged in a series of death 
grapples in the arena of continental 
Europe. Perhaps each side does in- 
dulge in a little “blowing,” but the 
returns and reports cannot be kept 
secret forever, and what we have al- 
ready learned tells us that the term, 
“nations in arms,” is descriptive of 
the forces engaged. 

The French have put forth a claim 
that the series of engagements col- 
lectively known as “the battle of the 
Marne” constitute the greatest battle 
in history, gauging its magnitude by 
the numbers involved. They back up 
this claim with the assertion that the 
allies and the Germans together had 
more than two million men in the 
field in those seven days of furious 
fighting, when the fortunes of the con- 
flict swayed backwards and forwards

Eminent Europgan Scientists. 

A correspondent of the New York Times 
says the distribution of scientific men 
among the different nations of Continental 
Europe indicates that the numbers of sei- 
entific men for each million of the present 
populations of the European countries are 
as follows: Switzerland, 58; Norway, 37; 
Denmark, 34; Holland, 26: Sweden, 
Germany, 19: 
tugal, 9; Italy, 6; 
3; Russia, 1. It will thus be seen 
that five small nations of Furope surpass 
Germany in the number of scientific men in 
proportion to each miliion of tnhabitanis. 
Switzerland bas three times as many and 
Norway almost twice as many scientific 
men of rank as the country that at this 
moment poses as the representative of cliv- 
ilization in Europe. 

Prof. Cattoll of Columbia University, in 
commenting on these figures, remarks: 
“The smaller nations show to advantage, 
and this is a factor that should be kept in 

in any redistribution of empire.” 


Railroads in Portugal. 

Portugal is seven-tenths the size of Hag 
land, but in 1877 the total railroad system 
of the country stood at 596 miles, and thir- 
ty-seven years after the total mileage 
reached only 1793 miles. Since 1906 the 
increase has been only thirteen miles. For 
many. years the work of extension was at 
a standstill and the structures and rolling- 
stock allowed to deteriorate. Expansion of 
trade and traffic in Portugal, as in 
is seriously handicapped by 
layout of the lines, which do not provide 
the fruit and other agricultural industries 
with sufficiently cheap and rapid transit to 
the ports. The break of gage, which iso- 
lates the peninsula from France and the 
rest of Burope, is another disadvantaze. 
During the past few years the personne! of 
the state and privately-owned rafiroads 
have been showing better results, and much 
is from the recent authorization 
of the government to raise $5,000,000 for 
railway extension purposes.

cussion of ways and means by which 
even under the great handicap of a 
non-protective tariff, the increased 
production of coming years may be 
handled at profit. He said that a fa- 
cility for producing a finer quality 
and more uniform crop, which could 
be sold for less money, and the 
handling and marketing of it at a 
lower cost to the individual grower, 
would do much toward making the 
industry permanently substantial. He 
pointed out that advertising is un- 
doubtedly one of the most potent fac- 
tors in the increasing of national con- 
sumption and that foreign markets 
will probgbly be developed in Europe 
and Latin-America after the close of 
the war to take care of surplus pro- 
duction. The Panama Canal is to be 
a means of reducing the cost of trans- 
portation in moving this immense 
crop to the eastern markets, thus ef- 
fecting a saving to the growers, ac- 
cording to Mr. Chapman. 

Unusual interest was manifested by 
eastern visitors present in the cul- 
tural methods and marketing organi- 
zations which have been perfected by 
Southern California orange srowers. 
Surprise was expressed by them when 
they heard Mr. Chapman's report on 
the present extent of the industry 
This showed that there is invested in 
the citrus industry of the State the 
stupendous sum of $200,000,0000, 
most of which covers the cultivation 
of the orange. This represents 200,- 
000 acres of citrus trees, owned by 
more than 10,000 individuals. 

During the afternoon session C. C. 
Teague, who is as famous as a lemon 
grower as Mr. Chapman is as a grow- 
er of oranges, delivered an encourag- 
ing report on the condition of lemon 
growing in this State. Mr. Teague 
announced that at present there are 
32,000 acres planted to lemons, which 
annually produces over 4,000,000 


in all parts of the State, although 
many of them have decided to spend a 
number of days longer in seeing the 
sights of this section. In 1915, the 
California State Fruit Growers’ Con- 
vention will be at San Francisco, so as 
to give the growers an opportunity to 
see the fair.

REAL estate deal involving property 
amounting to $2,000,000 has been con- 
summated in the city of Los Angeles 

after many weeks of quiet work. It is new 
capital from San Francisco that goes into 
this enterprise, and the property is in a por- 
tion of the city branded by certain of The 
Times’ contemporaries as the dead end of 
the town. It was in a way regarded as gan- 
grened if not absolutely defunct. The prop 
erty has been known as Chinatown, and lies 
east of Alameda street running down nearly 
to the river, and north of Aliso street, run- 
ning nearly to the river, which makes a 
semi-circle in this part of Los Angeles. The 
area is about twenty-five acres, and lies not 
far from the business center of Los Angeles. 
It is right at the gateway to the wholesale 
section, which lies aleng Los Angeles street 
and streets east of there, reaching down to 
about Tenth street at the farthest southern 
point. The buyer, L. F. Hanchett, a San 
Francisco capitalist, declares it to be his in- 
tention to begin the improvement of the 
property at once or at a very early day, with 
warehouses and factories of different kinds. 
The promoter is known as a successful bust 
ness man, having put through big deals in 
the way of street car lines in several north- 
ern cities. 


Promising Little Industry. 

HE other day a dispatch from New York 

told of the shipping of eggs from that 
city to London. London imported annually 
ten years ago 500,000,000 eggs. They came 
mostly from the countries on the Baltic Sea, 
and this supply for the metropolis of the 
world has been largely cut off by the gigan- 
tic war being waged in the countries near 
the Baltic Sea.

All required to 
achieve success in this industry is a quite 
moderate amount of capital, backed by a 
great deal of energy and almost an infinite 
amount of care.

HITTIER is one of the most important 

sections of the Great Southwest for the 
cultivation of the walnut. The growers 
there have a compact association in which 
plans for the benefit of the industry are 
worked out with much intelligence and care. 
One of the most recent developments is a 
new way of packing the nuts for market, 
The old way was to put them up in sacks 
containing sixty or seventy pounds of nuts 
in each package. But the shrewd growers 
around Whit.ier are packing them in small 
bags, which are then put up in bales. Each 
small bag contains four pounds of nuts, and

these are put up in bales of twenty-five sacks 
to the bale. It makes a very handy sized 
package and saves all waste and trouble in 
weighing and packing in the grocery stores. 
A four-pound package of good nuts should be 
salable in the East for about a dollar. 


For Modern Prodiga's. 

OW many readers of the Gospels have 
been amazed at the statement that John 
Baptist in the wilderness lived on such a 
queer diet as locusts and wild honey? Then 
how many readers of the Scriptures have 
wondered what it was that the prodigal son 
fain would have satisfied his hunger with, 
described in the English translation as “the 
husks which the swine did eat.” People 
around the Mediterranean are not puzzied 
about these things at all. They know what 
the Baptist's food vas, and what it was the 
prodigal fed the swine. The tree is known 
as the carob, and the husk the swine were 
fed upon was a long pod similar to that 
which grows upon our locust trees but much 
larger in every way, and containing a great 
many more beans or seeds to each pod. The 
tree is a beautiful, sturdy evergreen, and in 
Valencia the food of most of the horses con- 
sists of the beans from these carob pods. The 
pods themselves are fed to cattle and swine, 
and there is quite an export trade carried on 
in both the beans and the pods in various 
parts of Spain to d and other north- 
ern European countries. C. W. Beers, Hor- 
ticultural Commissioner at Santa Barbara, 
says: “As a fodder plant the pods of the 
carob cannot be excelled. The horses used 
most effectively in the European war are 
those fed on the carob.” There are a num- 
ber of flourishing trees at Santa Barbara, 
and the commissioner has been gathering up 
the seeds and shipping them to Los Angeles 
and Washington. He is also sending out the 
cuttings from which the tree is propagated 
as well as from seed. The government is 
said to be sending to Arabia for the seeds 
from the best groves in that desert land. In 
Spain the trees are seen growing mostly 
one in a spot in the corner of an orange 
grove or near a big rock where orange trees 
will not do well. They flourish without any 
cultivation or care as wild forest trees do. 
It is interesting to see the matter taken up, 
for in many parts of California, Arizona, 
Utah, New Mexico and other States they 
could be made a very valuable asset on many 
farms. 


To Protect the Tourists. 

ALIFORNIA is looking forward with con- 

fidence to an immense influx of visitors 
during the coming year. This expectation is 
based on two events whose influences prom- 
ise to work together. First there is the Pan- 
ama-Pacific Exposition, or rather expositions, 
the main one at San Francisco, which will be 
opened in about four months, and the other 
at San Diego to be opened soon. The twin 
influence is the great war in Europe which 
will close that continent to Americans not 
only for the coming year but for years to 
come. It is interesting to read that the Hotel 
Association of San Francisco has called to- 
gether its members to protect these tourists 
from being exploited by the hotel men of the 
Coast. A liberal schedule ought to be de 
cided upon, and the liberality ought to be to 
the tourists, not to the hotel-keepers. Hotel 
rates on the Coast have never been exorbi- 
tant compared with those ruling elsewhere. 
Most of the food supplies used in the hotels 
are cheaper here than in New York, Phila-

A Huge Enterprise. 

ERE in Los Angeles those of us whose 
homes are along in the Wilshire district 
have become accustomed to the immense ce 
ment pipe that has been making for many 
weeks along the different streets. The 
largest of these are more than five feet in 
diameter, or fifteen feet in circumference, 
are about three feet long and about six 
inches thick. That would make the solid 
contents of these joints each about twenty- 
two and a half cubic feet, and each one will 
weigh considerably over a ton. They are for 
one of the biggest projects ever undertaken 
in the city, being for use in the Arroyo de la 
Brea storm drain. The following figures will 
give a good idea of the magnitude of this 
work being prosecuted so vigorously by the 
contractor, James Kenneay, a Minneapolis 
man: The price is $662,063.04. The time 
limit for completion of the work set at 450 
days, from March 26 of the current year. 
This gives the contractor until away into 
next summer to finish his contract, but he 
will probably get it done by the end of the 
year. The area to be drained is 66,772,846 


square feet, or 1530 acres. The main sewer 


is 40,743 feet long, and there will be 20,244 
feet of laterals; also 1476 feet of sanitary 
sewers in connection with the storm drain. 
There will be 4723 feet of catch-basin con- 
nection. The total length of the system in- 
cluding all the above items is 11.75 miles. 
The end of the sewer is down near the Coun- 
try Club, and later there will come down an- 
other branch known as the Santa Monica 
boulevard branch to connect there with the 
great outfall drain running to the ocean, 
This outfall section which is to carry the 
water of about 3000 acres of territory to the 
sea will be so large that the Pacific Electric 
railroad might be laid through it and the 
cars operated therein, trolley and all.

SUGGESTIONS FOR IMPROVE- 
MENTS BY RAILROADS. 

T THE recent meeting of tree planters 
A Riversiae it was resotved to request 
the various Chambers of Commerce in 
Southern California to urge the railroads to 
beautify their rights of way, particularly 
their approaches to cities, all of which are 


_ slovenly and none of which are good. 


The subject of railroad gardening has 
been agitating the whole country for many 
years, and it has finally been determined 
that hardy, drought-resistant shrubs offer 
the best material for permanent beautifica- 
tion. It is not advisable to obscure too 
much of the station or station grounds, for 
obvious reasons; therefore, few trees and 
many shrubs should be used, with very few" 
flowering plants, for the latter require care, 
and railroads are most economical in mat- 
ters where no direct financial return is as- 
sured. 

Could the embankments be planted with 
low-growing, low-priced, drought-resistant 
flowering shrubs and among these sown 
seeds of native California wild flowers, we 
would have a beautification scheme of effec- 
tiveness at low cost that would stand for all 
time to come wih a minimum of care and 
expense; yet one that would forever trans- 
form present ugliness into tracts of beauty. 
One such stretch, in the Arroyo de Las Po- 
sas, is a positive reproach to Los Angeles 
and the transportation company occupying 
the territory.

MENDING NOTES. 
Reed Handle for Teapot. 


— 


[The Companion To make a bail or 
handle for the Chinese teapot, cut six 
lengths of flexible number two reed at least 
six inches longer than the old handle of the 
teapot. Soak them for a few minutes to 
make them pliable. Thrust one end of the 
group of reeds through the china loop on the 
teapot from the outside, so that the short 
ends point toward the lid. Draw the reeds 
through for about three inches, and bend 
the short ends gently up against the long 
ends. Do not attempt to make a sharp an- 
gle where the reeds go through the china 
loop, for if you do, the stems may snap. 

Now divide your reeds into three groups, 
and keeping each short end pressed against 
its own long end, begin an ordinary braid. 
That incorporates them into the braid so 
that they will not pull out. 

Continue braiding rather loosely after you 
have worked the short ends in, until the 
braid is long enough to make a suitable 
handle. Pass the loose ends through the 
china loop on the opposite side of the cover. 
Since you cannot braid in the short ends on 
that side, work them back into the braid 
one by one. If you use care not to bend 
them abruptly, you will bave no difficulty in 
pushing them in and out through the braid 
until the ends are used up. When you have 
worked them all neatly into the braid, cut 
off the projecting ends with the scissors. 


To Mend Celluloid. 


Any article made of celluloid may be 
mended with collodion. Scratch the bro- 
ken edges to be mended with a sharp knife 
until a smooth surface is secured. Apply 
the collodion and press tightly together for 
several minutes. Let stand for at least 
twenty-four hours. Liquid court plaster will 
answer as well, since the main ingredient is 
collodion. 

HAND-WORK HELPS. 
To Transfer a Pattern. 

[Philadelphia Telegraph:] For transfer- 
ring designs on velvet, etc., the best plan is 
to pick the pattern all around very carefully, 
and rub the holes with fine French chalk. 
This will leave the design on the material. 
It must course, be run round with cotton 
in order to preserve the outline. If an ink is 
preferred, boil some parchment chippings 
in water for an hour. Mix with sufficient 
pipeciay to form a paste, fluid enough to be 
used with a pen. When dry transfer with a 
hot fron. 
Buttonhole Stitch on Net. 


A touch of handwork upon net ruffling is 
distinctive. The objection to embroidering 
net is that the wrong side usually displays 
all rough defects, and stray threads may be 
seen through its sheerness on the right side. 
But with buttonholing the wrong side may 
be made to look quite as neat as the right 
side. The net may be edged with button 
holing of any color that is desired. Button- 
hole-edge it with silk or mercerized cotton. 


PREPARATION FOR TRIP. 
Name in Trunk. 


[Good Housekeeping:] It is a good plan 
when traveling to have one's name and ad- 
dress printed or written on the inside cover 
ofatrunk. Then in case of loss of check, 
or any mistake, it can be identified by the 
owner to the satisfaction of the railway of- 
cials by simply opening the trunk.
